M. J. Insul Dies; ~ 
Collapse Of Utilities 
Company Recalled 


ORILLIA, Ont. (CP)—Former 
active head of a $2,000,000,000 
United States financial empire 
which collapsed with huge losses 
in 1932, Martin John Insull died 
in a hospital here Sunday as 
quietly as he had: lived since the 
}erash of the huge organization 
built up by himself and his elder 
brother Samuel. 

Martin Insull was 77. He 
never surrendered his« British 
citizenship—he and his, brother 
were born in Reading, Eng., and 
went to the United States in 
1887. Since he was finally cleared 
in 1935 of charges resulting from 
the failure of the Middle West 
Utilities Company of Chicago 
he had lived in obscurity in a 
rest home here. 


He had entered the Soldiers’ 
Memorial Hospital in this smal! 
town 80 miles north of Toronto 
one week ago. His wife died two 
years ago
